weeks’ war between Prussia and’ Austria 
in 1866, or with the Hundred Years’ War 
between England and France? If the 
former was ‘In hig mind, the truth of his 
statement was self-evident, for: when it 
wag made the war had -already | lasted 
more than six. weeks.
